Againet the Paliman Company,
IOWA GAINS A BIG VICTORY.
Teial of the Haddock Murder Cnses
Fixed for March—Frightfal Double
Tragedy at Codar Palls—
lowa News,

The Restraining Order Denled.

Des Moixes, Tn, dan. 14.—=[Special Tele-
gram to the L. {—Judge Drewer, of the
United Stateseireult eourt, filed here to<day
his dootelan in the very imporiant ease of tho
Pullmnn Sleaping Car pompany against the
State of Iowa. Since 1578 the state has
assessnd rallroads crosaing the state for the
sleening and drawing room cars they have
used, and they have in turn collected the tax
from the sleeping ear companios, Last year
the Pullman company refused to pay the tax
and souglht to prevent the state from eollect-
ing it from the rallroads. An application
was areaed at St Paul before Judge Brower
several weeks ago for an order restraining
county ot state offieials from collecting this
tax, on the ground that as the Pullman
ecompany was domiciled In 1ilinos, any at-
tempt to tax its property which was engaged
In Inter-state commerce would be unconstl-
tutional. Judige Brower replies to-day refusing
the applieation for a restraining order, and
sustaining the position of the state. In his
opinion, whieh is quite long, after reviewing
the case, he says:

1. No tax i3 asspssed against the compiain-
ant, a non-resident eorporation, but only
nealnst corporations ereated by or doing
businesz and domictled In the stale,

4. The tax is solely pru'n-rty tax with
rate of assessmont and levy the samo s ob-
taing In respect to other personal proporty,

4 The state aims to tax that property
which it protects and only to the extent that
it furnishes protection, If it cannot do this
it will be shorn of much of what every eandid
wan must feel to ba honest revenue,

The judee then calls attention to the fact
that sleeping ears are not the only vehicles
inusein Inter-stiate commerer, for a larvee
amount of rolling stock is used on various
lines of inter-statée ronas which belongs to
the car trust companies, shimply leased by the
raudlroad companies using it 1t would not
be hiela that such )ru;n-rl.r Is taxable only in
the eastern eftios in whieh the ear trust com-
panies are domiciled.

In answer to the plea of the sleeping ear
company that it8 property s used in inter-
state conrmerce, and 18 exempt from state
taxation at any other place than the domicile
of its owner, Jwlgze Brewer says: 1 deny
the proposition aud afirm tho law to bo that
personul property continually usell in a state
aequires a situs [n that stite for purposes of
taxation, and may al the option of the stute
be subjeoted to an equal property tax: and
that, notwithstanding it b nsed excinsively
Ininter-state eommerce,  Uhe state 15 sov-
erelgn excapt as Hmited by the federal cnnq#
tution. A sovercign may tax all propefty
within Its jurisdietion unless there be fonnd
in the federal constitution some provision
taking away this power, The state of lown
may unguestionably tax this property used
within its thinits,”

As lo sueh constitutional restrietions, the
court holds: L insist that an equal and uni-
form property tax is not a regulation of con-
gress, althoueh it reaches to, and affeets
property used in Inter-state commerce.”

In coneluslon Judge Breower savs:

1, I'hat property 18 not exempted from liabil-
ity to an equal and uniform property tax by
the tuet that it is used either partially or ex-
clusively for inter-state commereds,

2 That articles for transpormtion used
constantly and continttously upon a sinele
Tun aequire ao situs for purposes of mxulign
independent and irrespective of the domicile
of the owner,

3 Sueh situs 18 not destroyed by the fact
that the owner, ownine many vehleles of like
charaeter and having lines in - varlous parts

4, Where such vehicles are used upon a ron
extending through two states, there is a
situs for taxation In each state to a fair
rroportion of the value of the prtzincrt{!'.

5, Wuoere n state Lax is nssessed and lavied
agninst a railway company owning and oper-
ating aline of road within a state, based
upon the rolling stock used by it in the oper-
ation of snch road, a third party cannot en-
join the state from colleeting or the rallway
company from paying a portion of such tax
on the ground that n part of such rolling
stoek neluded in sueh assessment is tho
property of sueh third party and exempt from
taxntion.

Litertalning these views, the restraining

For zome time past the Chieago &
Northwestern rallrgad has been making
astirvey for a lina fnto this city. The
matter has been kept quiet and very little
hias been known or said about it. The
line i now, however, almost complelely
stakod out, and i1t is very evident that the
Northwoestern will sbon have n line of its
own into the eity,  The scheme has benn
kept so quiet, however, that even the
property owners whose lands were in
vaded know hitle or nothing about the
purpose for which the survey was being
mude,

The line as surveyed starts from the

Northwestern  road  at a point

at work upon the survey do not hesitate
to say that the line 18 being run by tho
Northwestern road. .

Olsen’s hriek yard awoke the other morn-
g to find his front yard full of stakes,
He was very much surprised, and turn-
ing to sBome surveyors _whu woere nt work
near, he inquired, “What the d—I does
this mean¥”’

The Rock Island is now surveying a ronte
to Omaha from the south, and it is said
that John Horbach 'is in charge of the
loeal branch of the work.

SIX DAYS IV THE SWANDS,

Conductor Tom TYore's Remarkalle BEse
eape From a Panama Prison,

He s the Ameriean Whose Iimprisons
moent the Yantic Was Sent Down
to Look Into—His suafferings
Inthe Rlack Hole at Colon.

New York World: Tom Foye, & con-
ductor on the Panama rallroad, wns most
unjustly sentenced n month sinee in Co-
lon to elght yours’ Imprisonmoent for
shooling a bloodthirsty native passenger
He arrived in this port last Tuesday on
the stoamer Alene, having made a res
markable c=zoupe, attended with great
peril and exposure,  None of his fellow-
passengers, with whom he was on the
best of terms, sngpected hig identity until
his feet were safe on United States soil.
To a reporter of the World Mr. Foye gave
vesterday o full neconnt of his expericnces
in Panama,

“1 eomoe from Californin,” he said,
“and have been in the employ of the
railroad ecompany in Pannma for two
years., You have no idea of the dificul-
ties wo conductors have there, When-
ever the canal compuny pays ofl the
trains are pactked foll of drunken cut-
throsts and robbers from Chill and Peru,
and when you ask ‘em for their fares you
wint to ook ont you don't get a gun or a
bowie-knife. Theyv're great, too, for car-
rving a machotte, which is 0 knife about
three feot long that's nscd to eunt your
way through bushes.  ‘They're mighty
handy with it, and ean ent their path as
fast asthey ean walk along, My rin was
between Panama and Colon,

1o the middio of October 1ast we had
a rough gang on bonrd one day and 1
had to put uh‘ two men  that drew  revol-
vers on me,  In one of the sccond-elass
conches was o party of about u dozen
who were traveling togother, One of
them struck at me with his machette, and
I jumped back out of his way, Eyory
time I'd ask for his fave he'd  hit at me,
and his compnunions  were chaltering
nway unpleasantly  behind me.  The tel-
low Tinally made a rush at me with s
machette upraised, and 1drew my ro-
volver and shot him through the head, It
killed him instantly,

“Phere was a good deal of talk among
his friends the rest of the 1ri[r. bt I ar-
rived at Colon unharmed and  gave my-
solf up to the prefeet,  Hesent me to juil,
It was a building without a roof and no
glassin the windows and no panels in the

doors. 1 got the fever and was in a bad
state.  The  Englishespeaking  peoples
were very indignant about the matter

and the American eonsul-general sent
tor the Yantic beeause he was afruid
we'd have an  uprising,  Finully the
Amerienns on the railroad straek and re-
fusad to work till I was placed in better
quarters, Then I wns treansferred. It
wias October 17 1 shot the mnan and not
till November 26 did  they give me what
they eall a wrial before an aleaide and a
jury of five. ‘Threc of these wore Colom-
sians and the remaning  fwo were men
who are leonsad to run gambling houses
and other dizorderly places,

“The eourt room wnos full of natives
during the trial and they eried down my
lawyer whon he'd try to speak, and mude
disagreeable remarks about me.  The
jury went about at will in the andience
and talked the easo over. They convicted
me, amd it was the only safe thing, ns far
as they themselves were concerned, that
they could have done.  The judge sen-
tenced mo to elght years' imprisonment
on November 50 and 1 served two days,
1 was placed in jail under guard of tifty
soldiers and there were twenty police-
men on the ontside, 1 was the only pris-
oner, but they were nuturally afraid that
some one might try to rescue me,

“1 got extra rations from outside, and
a boy used to come in every evening and
clean my coll, The guard changod wateh
at 6§ o'cloek every might.  'I'ne seeond
day of my sentenee I mannged to Fnt. n
sult of clothes which looked enough like
those worn by the boy, and at the chang-
ing of the wateh I ehanged my elothes
and shaved off my mustache, which was
pretty long. Then 1 picked up my slop
pail and walked out as quiet and easy as
yvou please.  Assoonas | got oul of sight

started on a dead run for the Chagros
river. I had  §100 in my wvocket,
and I'must have got a start of an  hour
and a half before I was discovered. At
the river I stole a boat and  started for
the ocean, hopimg to reach the Yantie,
which had arrived abonut the time I was
semteneed, T was inthe swamps in the
vieimity of Colon for about six days till
arrangements wore made to gt me oult
of the country. You can imngine how
seeretly everytiing had to be done when
1 tell you 10,000 had been otfered formy
capture.

I left the country in the stonmer
Alene, of the Atlas line, Captain Seiders,
sniling from Port Litmon,  In 1865 this
sume eaptain pieked ap Jdohn Boyle
O Reiley, sin southern waters, after he
had eseaped from New Zealund, Mr,
O Reiley, now the well-known editor of
the Boston Pllot, was engaged in the
Ivish conspiracy ol 1864, and after two
viurs fn Kilmanbam juil was transported
Phore was a reward of £1,000 on his hend,
I =ailed under the name of Jackson nnd
the only suspicions thing aliout e was
the small amount of baggnge 1 earried, it
being nothing but a little hand-bag. 1
never gave mysclf away once during the
passage,  We sightod a steamer, whicli
some one said was a Panama muiler, 1
says, only half to myself, ‘I hope we
rewch New York belore she does? |
kunow I set at least one young fellow to
thinking, It went hiard with the soldiers
who lost me from  their custody,  ‘Their
colonel cnme down on n special train
from Panama and pluced the whole com-
pany under arvest- The eaptwin and
first licotenant deserted and ran away
before the colonel srrived, and the ve-
mudninge  Beutenant, who was oflicer of
the goard when wot awny, hod his
stripes torn off and Lis sword broken in

“I want to say a word about Adamson,
the Amorican consul genernl at Panona.

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A SOLITARY FOR YEARS.
dJilted In Nis \‘u-u-lr-. e Leaves New
York for the Avkansns Foresta,

Fhe death 13 annowmeed toulay of
Willintn M. Shelton, at his home on
Bayou Bartholomew, in  the oxtrome
southorn portion of the stateé, writes the
Little. Roek, Ark.. correspomdent of Uk
New York World Shelton had an ex
traordinary life history., Ho esine to
this state in 1850 from New York, of
which state he was a native. His paronts
wore wealthy, and connocted with many
of the prominent famiiies who seventy
yonrs ngro monlded pubiie opluion in the
interior of Now \'an‘ He nttended the
University of Virginia at Charlottesville,
gradunting from that institution with the
highest honora,  While there he fell yvio-
lently in love with the daugliter of Revy.
Me. Lowis, an Eplscopal elorgyman. The
Iy was vory bonutiful, but a coquettoe
She enconraged Shelton only tajilt him.
Thoe sensitive young student never recoy:
ered from the shock,  Wounded to the
quick, he left school and Heonme a wan-
|L'I‘l‘i' on the fnoe of the carth.  His na-
ture was changed as if by magie, and
from agenial youth he was transformed
into a gloomy, taeiturn man and n con-
firmoed woman-hater,

He dreifted to Arkansas, settling in the
vicinity of Pine Bluit. The conntry was
then a wildvorness, ‘There wore fow white
Comilies within n radions of twonty miles,
the Quupaw Indians bemg the prineipal
inhabitnuts,  For somoe years  Shelton
lived here in o utter solitade,  With the
ndvent of eivilization he moved farther
south, loeating near the cdge of 4 denso
forest on the bianks of Bayou Bartholo-
moew, nearly thirty miles from any hin-
mian boing,  He erceted o rade but com.
fortable log house, folling the timbor and
doing ally the neeessary work himself
His forest home being eomuleted ho sot-
tled down to a life of solitude,  With his
dogs and gun he hunted in forest and
eanebrake, shooting deer, bear and wild
turkey, which game he earrivd on horse-
back to Pine Blod, tity-four miles dis-
tunt, thoe proceods of the sale of ot sup-
lying him with the necessities of life, In
s hanting oxcursions he had many nar-
row cscapes,  In tho fall of 1882, while
lhunting, the dogs found o bear In the
canobrake, *The animal had eut down
the canc in quantities. and had  built a
huge nest, tnking refuge in the center, It
wns  started ont with  ditfieulty, and
showed tight,  Shelton shot it onee, but
before hie could reload it was upon him,
bearing hun to the earth, A desperate
struggele followed, Tho dogs came to the
hunter's assistance, and with theie ad
his life was saved and  the bear killed,
Sholton, however, carricd to his grave
the sears reecived in tho fight,

Oceasionally o belated  trayeler found
a luven in Shelton's eabin, though he
resolutely shimned  commumention with
mankmd,  The house was  furnished in
the rudest manner, Thers was o big
old-fashioned tiveplueo, and the puncheonn
floor was covered  here and  there with
bear skins,  But what attracted the at-
tention of the intelligont visitor wos a
bookease containing works of the greatest
authors of the past and present centuries,
There were volnmes of ancient poetry,
and volumaes in Greek, Latin, German and
Freneh, It was evident that the forest
hermit was intelligont; in short, eradite
in the strictest meaning of the word, 1t
was rumored that Shelton had o large sum
of money hidden in his eabin, the amount
being placed at 1,000 in gold, At mid-
night on August 30 last three men en-
tered the house, bound and gagged Shel-
ton and searched the premises thor-
oughly, finiing some $10 in silver. "They
released Shelton and disappeared, sutis-
tied that the hermit  had no hidden
treasure.  Shelton  died of pneumonia,
Ho was ill only n few davs. He will be
buried in the forest near the eabin in
which he lived sohitary and slone for
more thian lifty-lwo years.
